The jury’s verdict was: “Deceased 
came to his death at Vulcan Munici¬ 
pal Hospital, Vulcan, Alberta, about 
7.30 p. m., Sunday, Octo ber 20, 1929;

stance lodged in his wind pipe, the re 
suit of vomiting, and we attach no 
blame to anyone.”

Probably no event within recent 
years has carried more significance to 
Canadians than the visit of Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald to Washington. 
The splendid reception accorded him 
by representative American bodies, 
the dignity and candor in his diploma 
tic message and the evident unanim¬ 
ity of purpose actuating himself and 
President Hoover, have been followed 
with intense interest throughout Can 
ada. 

Our Dominion occupied a delicate 
position between Britain and United 
States. Her allegiance to Britain is 
on an unswerving mother-and-daugh- 
ter basis. On the other hand for a 
hundred years or more, ties have 
■ been weaving which knit her closely 
with United States. Every generation 
of the old Canadian families has seen 
members of these families drifting 
to the south. In the course of years, 
these have become American citizens. 
Similarly many of our own leadihg 
citizens have come originally from 
across the border. This constant inter 
play has brought a great mutual un¬ 
derstanding and a realization that 
the fundamental ideals of the two 
countries are much similar. 

It is of the greatest importance to 
Canada that the two English-speak¬ 
ing nations to whom she is so strong 
ly bound, should unite in harmony of 
thought and action for the general 
welfare of mankind. The success of 
Premier MacDonald’s mission in ev 
ery regard, has exceeded all hopes, 
and has brought great appreciation 
of the ability of the British leader, to 
the Canadian people. 


PUBLIC DOESN’T SEE IT 


How many people receive, or let 
alone Tead, The Alberta Gazette in 
this province. It is an official publi 
cation with a very limited circulation 
and that confined to inner circles and 
a few legal offices. Not many, yet 
the government in the past few years 
have been content to advertise import 
ant sales in that publication and let 
it go at that. It’s a poor business 
policy and not fair to the newspaper 
publishers or to the average citizen. 
Sale of land by taxes, sale of im¬ 
pounded animals, etc., should be ad¬ 
vertised in the local newspaper pub¬ 
lished nearest to the place of sale. 


Within the last few days a numoer 
of instances have occurred in Turner 
Valley district, where motor drivers 
have been brought into court and fin¬ 
ed for violations of the vehicle act of 
which they were utterly ignorant. No 
advance information had been given 
regarding these regulations and il 
came as a surprise to several to leam 
that they were not observing rules. 

No criticism can be levelled at the 
magistrates, who have the regula¬ 
tions before them and must levy fines 
according to the law. But the govern¬ 
ment is distinctly at fault in not pub¬ 
lishing in newspapers any new regu¬ 
lations before putting them into force 
No doubt all clauses of the Vehicle 
Act are designed to protect the pub¬ 
lic, and wisely so. But the public 
should at least be notified in business 
like way that such clauses are about 
to be enforced. 

A man who is travelling along feel 
ing that he is being a fairly good cit¬ 
izen receives an unpleasant shock 
both to his self respect and his pock- 
etbook, when a new regulation slips 
up on him and drags him into court. 

It is not right that people should 
leam many of the motor laws of the 
province, only from reading the po¬ 
lice court columns. 


WINDBREAKS HELP 

It Jfas been a frequent comment in 
the (iistrict, that t*s year the wind¬ 
breaks protecting rural gardens have 
proved of great value. This has been 
our first dry season for some time, 
and it is in periods of drought that 
the full benefits of tree planting may 
be reaped. Prairie drought is some¬ 
thing to be dreaded, and while it is 
not pretended that even the wide¬ 
spread planting of trees will abolish 
fears of drought, yet the value of 
windbreaks, quite outside aethetic 
qualities, has this year been proved. 

With the advent of a mildly dry 
season, a new interest in forestation 
is being taken on the prairie. Trees 
have the effect of moderately reduc¬ 
ing the temperature of air and soil, 
rendering the climate more equable. 
They increase the humidity , of the air 
and reduce evaporation. They help 
regulate the water supply making 
stream flow continuous. They con¬ 
serve moisture in the soil. They pro¬ 
vide shelter for man and beast. 

Many a splendid garden has this 
fall been gathered from droughty 
prairie land, simply because of the 
protecting windbreaks. 


STYLES STARTLE 


With these new style hats that 
women are wearing this season, we 
are recognizing a number of faces 
that we haven’t seen on the streets 
for several years, all because the 
hats show an almost indecent expos¬ 
ure. Just as we had grown used to 
guessing at identities, through the ev 
idence of half of one per cent, of one 
eye, a half portion of nose and a 
small slice of mouth, styles have sud 
denly changed. Hats have shot back, 
revealing yards of glistening fore¬ 
heads, complete sets of eyes and full 
size nose. It is quite startling to get 
such an eyeful. When the women 
took to wearing their hats pulled 
down, apparently for purposes of con 
cealment, it took a long time to con¬ 
vince us that they were quite respect¬ 
able wives and mothers, guiltless of 
any ^special dark secrets.

spected by nobody else. I think I 
might, here on this platform of this 
Senate, in this way, paying my tri¬ 
bute to my dead dear friend, regard 
it as laying a wreath on his tomb.

Alberta Wheat Pouring Into Tremin- 
aU at Vancouver 

What practically amounts to an 
embargo on the movement of Alberta 
wheat west went into effect late Fri¬ 
day on Canadian Pacific lines as well 
as on the Canadian National Railways 
The permit system was put into effect 
by Canadian Pacific officials on ac~- 
count of the shortage of space in Van 
couver terminals. 

An embargo also was "placed by 
Canadian National officials on the 
movement of grain to Prince Rupert 
which affects only the business of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool. 

Officials stated that space in Van¬ 
couver terminals was now almost at 
a premium. The seven elevators at 
the Pacific coast terminus have a to¬ 
tal storage capacity of 9,606,000 bush¬ 
els. In elevators and on wheels of 
both railways moving to Vancouver 
Saturday, officials reported 8,790,600 
bushels. This leaves only available 
space of 815,400 bushels. 

Four boats were 'reported in Van¬ 
couver harbor Friday with a total car 
rying capacity of 500,000 bushels. 
Eleven pi° r e boats were reported due 
during October, which will relieve the 
congestion to some extent by the end 
of the month. 

THE TABLES TURNED 

■ Horses Being Run Down to Provide 
Meat for Foxes 

A Washington D.C., correspondent 
writes th»t in Canada wild horses are 
being killed and sold to fox farmers 
for feed for their animals. For many 
centuries, it is pointed here, the horse 
was used with the hound to run down 
foxes. Now the tables have turned,- 
and the fox is the favorite. 

In a report to the department of 
commerce, Trade Commissioner J. 
Bartlett Richards, Winnipeg, says 
that the first consignment of 400 hor¬ 
ses arrived from Alberta 10 days ago, 
and are being slaughtered at the rate 
of about fifty a day. It is claimed 
that some 4000 horses will be brought 
to Winnipeg for slaughtering alto¬ 
gether. A few of the best of them 
have been sold alive at $20 to’ $25 
apiece but there is not much demand 
for them even at that price, as they 
are generally small and unfit for use. 

Fox farms have ordinarily obtained 
offal and other waste products from 
abbatoirs, but it is said that there is 
a shortage this year and there is, ac¬ 
cordingly, a demand for horse flesh 
which sells at around 1 cent a pound. 
The hides are sold for about $5. There 
are a good many of these wild horses 
in the Alberta foothills and the ranch 
ers there are glad to get rid of them 
as they are using-up the grass which 
is need by the cattle and of which 
there is said to be none too much this 
year, the Washington writer says. 

IS NOT JUSTIFIED 

Low Level of Oil Stocks is Not Due 
to Lack of Good News 

Strange to say, production of oil 
and field development have nothing to 
do with the depression of oil stocks. 
The development activities in Alberta 
are proceeding in a most satisfactory 
manner and according to reports from 
various wells including Royalite, there 
is no justification for the low prices 
prevailing. 

The Vanalta oil well is producing 
61 barrels per 18 hours and the flow 
appears to increase. 

Some of the news from Turner Val¬ 
ley and other Alberta oil fields is giv¬ 
en as follows:' , 

Mayland No. 1 is drilling' in the 
limestone at a depth of considerably 
more than 200 feet. 

Southwest Pete, and East Crest No. 
1 wells are standing cemented in the 
lime and drilling will be resumed in 
the potential producing horizon in a 
short time. 

British Dominion No. 2 well is dril¬ 
ling at a depth of more than‘5030 feet 
in the pokerchip shales, just above the 
limestone, with about 1,000 feet of oil 
in the hole. 

Home No. 4 is drilling steadily and 
believed to be very close to the lime. 

Commonwealth Turner Valley is 
through the Dalhousie sands and dril¬ 
ling in the shale above the lime. 

Associated is producing in two sep¬ 
arators with unofficial reports that pro 
duction is most satisfactory. 

Home production is reported unoffic 
ially at a very high level. 

ARGUE AND DEBATE 

The many young people’s organiza¬ 
tions that exist in the town, afford a 
splendid opportunity, for youth to 
gain practice in debating and public 
speaking. 

Not only is the -individual given 
practice in speaking, but he learns 
often from bitter experience, that he 
must first have something to say be¬ 
fore he can hope to hold his audience. 
He must study some definite subject, 
arrange his ideas coherently and with 
system. He l^ust go farther and con 
sider the other side of the subject un 
der debate, in order to be prepared 
for rebuttal. Having perfect mas¬ 
tery of his subject, he, must then go 
one step farther and learn to con¬ 
vince his audience. 

The practice of debating is a rich 
field for young people and if learned 
while they are young, will reward 
them bountifully on many occasions 
through life. 


Farmers in Ontario are Sitting Pret¬ 
ty no Matter Which Parly Wina 

If pre-election promises mean any¬ 
thing, the Ontario farmer is sitting 
pretty, whichever party cotnjys into 
power. His future looks rosy7 what 
with cheaper hydro, better education¬ 
al facilities, improved secondary 
roads, more extensive markets. Prem 
ier Ferguson promises a hydro reduc¬ 
tion in service charge from $4-55 a 
month (100 acre farm average rate) 
to $2.50 a month. In the^matter of 
roads, he forecasts increased grants 
from the province to the municipali¬ 
ties, so that with the perfecting of 
the provincial highways, all second¬ 
ary roads may be made serviceable. 
In rural education, he suggests gov¬ 
ernment aid for the extension of high 
^school facilities in rural schools, und 
he holds strongly to his faith in town¬ 
ship school boards rather than district 
boards. 

Mr.. Sinclair, Liberal, however, 
strikes more nearly the sentiments of 
the rural population when he opposes 
township boards. The majority of the 
country people feel that each school 
district is best fitted to deal with its 
own affairs, and centralization of 
power in this regard is unpopular. So 
also amongst many is the effort to 
carry on extension work in the public 
school. It is felt that -this reacts un¬ 
favorably against junior grades. 

The Libefal idea also suggests free¬ 
ing municipalities from any cost in 
the provincial highways within their 
borders. 

The Progressive platform, much 
similar to that of the Liberal stresses 
strongly greater promotion of Co-Op¬ 
erative Marketing. 

Great emphasis is being laid by all 
t(iree parties on the needs of the far¬ 
mers. Just how much bait the far¬ 
mer is taking will not be known till 
October 30. 

BIG OIL PRODUCTION 

Due to the fact that during a con¬ 
siderable part of the month Royalite 
No. 4 and Home No. 1 wells, two of 
the largest producers normally in 
Turner Valley, were off production 
due to “freezing^ the deliveries re¬ 
port to the Calgary refineries for Sep¬ 
tember showed a decrease of 8,033 bar 
rels from the August deliveries. The 
total deliveries- to the Imperial and 
Regal refineries during September 
were 89,020 barrels. 

Even despite the comparatively 
small.production obtained from Home 
No. 1 and Royalite No. 4, the deliv¬ 
ery figure for September is in excess 
of that for any month in 1929 with 
the exception of May, June and July. 
In April the total delivery figure 
amounted to only 69,207 barrels. 

Home No. 1 delivery du^ng Sep¬ 
tember was only 3,624 barrels of naph 
tha, as compared with 19,707 barrels 
during August and J2,201 barrels dur 
ing July. Royalitq.No. 4’s September 
figure was 1,089 barrels, as compared 
with 7,901 barrels in August and 11,- 
485 barrels in July. 

If Royalite No. 4 and Home No. 1 
had been on full production during 
the month, as at least, Home No. 1 
now is, the figure for the month 
would have been considerably more 
than 100,000 barrels, creating a new 
Turner Valley record. There is every 
likelihood that the 100,000-barrel fig¬ 
ure will be surpassed this month. 

Recovery from the new Associated 
producer amounted to 1,412 barrels. 
This, however, gives no indication of 
its potential output, as only ,one sep¬ 
arator was on the well previous to Oc 
tober 1, and no back pressure was ap¬ 
plied. Only a few days of partial pro¬ 
duction was obtained.

PREMIER’S MESSAGE 

On the evening of October 11, mil¬ 
lions of people over Canada and Un¬ 
ited States and Britain, listened to 
the broadcasted message of Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald, as he spoke in 
New York at the subject of World 
Peace. 

While Great Britain and United 
.States had taken the best possible 
steps to protect themselves by declar 
ing that there should be no more war 
between them, “still” declared the 
premier “two nations cannot make 
the peace of the world.” That is the 
reason-for the coming of the five pow 
er conference. 

“While the governments of coun¬ 
tries may agree on peace, the people 
of these countries must change the 
furniture of their minds, casting out 
old antagonisms and replacing them 
with kindliness.” 

Premier MacDonald gave in moving 
terms an idea of the sacrifice which 
naval disarmament means to the Brit 
ish. “In our case” he said, “the navy 
is the life of our people. We have 
built romance about it. We are a 
people of the sea. Europe is at our 
door. We have to import our food and 
a month’s blockade would starve us 
out. Our navy is'our life.” 

But there was no indecision in the 
Premier’s declaration for peace. Ful¬ 
ly aware that peace laid a nation op¬ 
en to certain risl^ “I’ll take the risk” 
he said. 

New Diplomacy 

In referring to the long planned 
meeting between President Hoover 
and himself, in the interest of inter¬ 
national relations, the Premier con¬ 
tinued, “There is an old illusion in 
some quarters, mostly remote, that if 
two statesmen t get together and ar¬ 
range things together, there must be 
something sinister in. their hearts. 
These people are out of date. They 
have no conception of the- new; spirit 
of open diplomacy which is making 
up its mind to dominate the world. 
Men are coming together, not for the 
purpose of dividing the world into al¬ 
liances and groups, hut helping the 
world to a general agreement that 
will he universal. That was the spir 
it that brought Mr. Hoover and my¬ 
self together to talk over affairs of 
mutual interest.” 

The U. S. Mission 

Speaking directly on his mission to 
the United States, the British states¬ 
man said that there was no thought 
in his mind, or that of President 
Hoover that the two English-speak¬ 
ing nations should come together to 
the exclusion of other nations. In 
reaching an agreement on naval par¬ 
ity, so far as such an agreement 
could be reached without the action 
of other naval powers, Mrf MacDon¬ 
ald said that all United States and 
Great Britain ha$ done was “To open 
the door of an international confer¬ 
ence on naval disarmament, which for 
the first time in the history of the 
world gives prospect for a measure 
of success.” 

With the-signing of the peace pact 
between the nations, the door has 
been closed on things of the past, and 
the nations may now devote them- 
selvbs to working together for the 
peace of the world.” 

Manufacturing in Canada in the 
past thirty years has increased 700 
per cent., according to the Canadian 
Government Information Bureau. 

Gladstone V. Balderson, wheat far¬ 
mer of Magrath, recently finished 
threshing his crop, which was all 
wheat and produced over 45 bushels 
per t^cre of No. 1 Marquis. At pres¬ 
ent prices this farm has produced an 
income of $62 to the acre this year. 

The Ontario Hydro Electric Power 
Commission, owned and operated by 
the Ontario Government as a public 
utility, is now serving 500 municipal- 
. ities and townships and about 500,000 
consumers. It is distributing over 
l,000,000 horse power and its total in 
vestments exceed $300,000,000.

COMBINE HARVESTER 

Data Gathered by Dept, of Agric 
With Regards to Combine in West 

The use of the combine-harvester 
which both cuts and threshes the 
grain has increased at a very rapid 
rate in the Western Provinces and 
particularly in Saskatchewan. Ac¬ 
cording to officials t>f the Swift Cur¬
